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The Plan for Planting 


From both the financial and practical 
standpoint, the owner should give careful 
attention to the details of a landscape plan, 
for unless the preliminary work is well 
thought out the result will not be satisfac- 
tory and the expense of planting greatly 
increased. The lawn is the first thing to 
be considered, for in the finished work it 
will be the most important feature. The 
majority of failures in lawn-making are 
due to neglect in the preparation of the 
soil and to the lack of proper drainage. In 
the southern states it is a rather difficult 
matter to secure a lawn grass mixture that 
will give satisfactory results the whole year 
through. 


Foundation Plantings 


It may safely be said that the founda- 
tion planting is the most important part of 
landscape work on the small home grounds. 
As the area enlarges, the taller-growing 
shrubs, the large evergreens, and the fa- 
miliar shade trees can be used to an ad- 
vantage. For foundation plantings, the 
broad-leaved evergreens stand supreme in 
a great many cases. They may be had in 
varying heights and forms, and in foliage 
markings which combine deep green with 
tinges of white and yellow. In winter these 
varieties of colors are extremely attractive. 


Where the width of the border will permit, 
the dwarf evergreens or cone-bearing ever- 
greens may be used as a background. In 
arranging a foundation planting the land- 
scape man’s skill will provide a grouping 
artistic and beautiful the year around, with 
a wide range of varieties, at a reasonable 
cost. 


“Even the smallest place, if there is 
ground enough for plants to grow on, may 
be made more pleasant and attractive by 
tasteful planting. Such a planting usually 
adds a definite financial value.” 


Some of the most important reasons for 
planning and planting the home grounds 
will include the giving of greater enjoy- 
ment to others, the upbuilding of the com- 
munity, and the expression of personal 
taste in objects of nature. Even the tiniest 
home should be made to contribute some- 
thing toward the enjoyment of the people 
and the beauty of the town in which it is 
located. 
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Broad-Leaved Evergreens 


With the exception of Magnolia grandi- 
flora, which makes a tall tree, and Pachy- 
sandra terminalis, which is a ground-cover, 
almost all Broad-leaved Evergreens are 
suitable for mass plantings. Most of them 
do well in partial shade, and can be kept 
to almost any height by pruning.

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THE CASH VALUE OF LANDSCAPING 
By Byron V. Kanaley, Real Estate Banker 


“T have been in the real estate first mort- 
gage business in Chicago for 18 years and 
every day I am seeing more and more clear- 
ly the value of landsccaping in creating 
legitimate property and loan values. One 
of the elements—the largest element—in 
real estate values (particularly in rsidential 
property of any kind, whether it be single 
dwellings or apartments) is what the prop- 
erty will sell for on the ordinary market, to 
the ordinary purchaser. Now, no one will 
question the fact that one of the great ele- 
ments in the sale of residential property 
is attractiveness, and certainly nothing 
makes more for attractiveness, or shows off 
a building better or more strikingly or ef- 
fectively than proper landscaping, 


Even Corporations Are Landscaping 
Grounds 


“T think we can confine ourselves prin- 
cipally to residential values for that is 
where landscaping is usually employed— 
though the great industrial corporations of 
the country have also begun to see the cash 
value of landscaping. Even our oil and gas 
stations are things of beauty with a bit of 
landscaping and lawn and some shrubs and 
plants. When the Standard Oil Co. spends 
money on beautifying the grounds about its 
gas stations you may well know that the 
work has a cash value and that the money 
is being spent wisely. 

“But is we confine ourselves to residential 
landscaping, one of the elements of real 
estate values is, as I say, attractiveness. A 
house or an apartment building may be 
ever so well designed, but if the yard is un- 
kept, the grass in bad shape and if there 
are no shrubs or trees, an appreciable value 
is gone from that property—far more value 
than proper landscaping itself would have 
cost, both initially and to maintain. 

“T would say roughly that, for an average 
ordinary single residence or apartment 
building, thoughtful and effective landscap- 
ing would add to the value of a property 
several times, perhaps two to five times 
what the landscaping itself cost. As a 
matter of hardheaded business, it would 
seem to me there could be hardly any in- 
vestments with surer and greater financial 
returns.

ing that the basic value of the property 
is proper, the landscaping will have a ma- 
terial effect in determining the terms of a 
loan in favor of the borrower—at lower 
rates and with more advantageous pay- 
ments of principal. For a well landscaped 
property means a more readily salable prop- 
erty if it ever has to be sold; it is one upon 
which a loan is more attractive, and more 
highly merchantable to the investor. How 
many times in my experience I have heard 
an investor say: “This is good property’— 
“Tt’s well kept up’—‘“‘it looks nice’”—“‘it 
looks as though it had a good owner.” It 
is well to bear in mind that a high merchan- 
tability of the loan means a saving in dol- 
dals and cents to the bollower—granting 


“T would like also to impress upon you 
this thought, which to a mortgage man is 
important, and which has a very important 
connection with the “Cash Value of Land- 
scaping,” namely, that the basic value of 
the property for loan purposes being grant- 
ed, the next great consideration in a real 
estate mortgage is the moral risk. 


Landscaping and the “Moral Risk’ 


‘““A man who takes good care of his prop- 
erty, who has what everyone calls a clean, 
attractive property, is in most cases a self- 
respecting man who respects his home or his 
holdings and therefore, in most cases res- 
pects his obligations, his neighbors and his 
community. He is a man who has his re- 
ward even beyond a consciousness of being 
a self-respecting citizen, for he has added 
a distinct cash value to his property and, 
in some degrees, te every other property 
nearby.
